THINKING AFTEKWAB1). 


Deciding 
to 
do something and 


thinking afterward is Council's latest 
wrinkle. Two weeks ago they decid- 
ed to build a stand-pipe and passed a 
re.solution to that effect. 
Now they 


are considering the advisability of 
erecting tlie pipe, or an elevated basin, 
or repairing Hie present reservoir, and 
have mi engineer pieparing a repoit 
on all three propositions anil estimates 
of (he cost of doing each of them. 


Engineer Sweigert, who iiispecfed 


thi> piesent reservoir, says that it will 
be a small matter to stop tlie lonks, 
but even though they are stopped the 
lescrvoir will not be high enough to 
furnish water by gravity to the top 
stories of all the houses in town. That 
necessitates the elevating of the walls 
which will mean a large expense. 


The stand-pipe proposition 
looks 
less rosy to Council every day because 
the lowest thirty feet of the water 
will be practically useless for pressure 
purposes, while Iran elevated tank is 
erected cm structural steel thirty feet 
in (he air, every gallon of water can 
be utilized.and as long as there is any 
water in the tank there will be pres- 
sure to supply every house. 


That's where the matter stands now 


and will stand until the engineer's 
report, but the chances are in favor of 
the elevated tank. 


Council is having an attack of econ- 


omy, too. It now talks of making its 
own cement blocks for paving pur- 
poses as the majority of the members 
contend that they can make the blocks 
much cheaper than they ore now get- 
ting them from a local manufacturer. 
It H believed by the councilmeu that 
they can save at least two cents a 
square foot which means economiz- 
ing on a large plan as the borough 
pavements are all lieing made of these 


upwards of 200 years.

A Letter From Atherille. 


Editor of the Gazette: It has been 
a number of years since I have been 
through the Boutb, und this little out- 
ing of a weeJs in Ashevllle, N. C., 
has been a revelation to me. The 
"New South," had thus far only been 
read of in a general way, and the im- 
pression made was. that of wonderful 
changes for the better, commercially 
and iu other directions as well. Th'e 
actual seeing is Indeed many fold be- 
yond any conception pictured. Pre- 
vious experience, was lha* of extreme 
monotony, with slight variation of 
stagnant towns, long stretches of bar- 
ren lands, sands and pins.., with scat- 
tered log huts the only relief in the 
landscape. Now dining-the iOO-mile 
track through N. C. from Ureensboro 
to Asheville it is no exaggeration to 
say that there is a good sized factory 
at intervals of not more than five 
miles. Many of them large establish- 
ments, the mill buildings up-to-date, 
with houses for operatives, not built 
in solid rows, but In pahs, with fair- 
sized plots of ground and well graded 
streets with everything indicating 
thrift. The most extensive plants are 
devoted to cotton manufacture, and 
the larger number to making furni- 
ture, the town oi High Point having 
38 furniture factories. Native oak is 
the wood principally used. Tbe town 
last mentioned is ealled tbe "Grand 
Baplds of the South." Annotation 
here from the American Textile Man- 
ufacturer might not be amiss: 


"The 
distance between Charlotte, 


N. C-., and Greenville, S. C., by the 
Southern K. li. is 107 miles. There 
are bunches of cotton mills at utmost 
ivery station. 
If all these, including 


the mills in these two cities were 
strung out in a line there would be a 
mill to every mile. This condition is 
not to be matched anywhere in the 
U. S. " With but few exceptions all of 
the capital invested is from Ihe North. 
The lumber industry is well represent- 
ed,but the timber is gradually getting 
smaller, and even that will not last 
very many years, at present rate of 
cutting. Oak, chestnut and poplar 
ire the principal woods still standing 
in this locality, where previously yel- 
low pine predominated. 


The cities passed through gave ev- 


ery evidence of the changed condi- 
tions; fine buidings and residences on 
every hand and the bustling commer- 
cial traveler, boarding the train at 
every station, and even through the 
.•ountry there tire many homes of at- 
:metive architecture, with almost a 
.otal disappearance of the log cabin. 
Advanced agriculture is in evidence 
ilso and but little hind not cultivated. 
This city of about 25,000 inhabitants 
s the pride of all of Its residents. 
They are here from nearly every part

most people cm: comprehend. It is a 
great show place with its 120,000 acres 
of hill and dale (MOO acres of it laid 
out with 80 miles of drives) with the 
enormous conventional palace in the 
centre, 


There are some dozens of furnished 


houses for rent on the premises at 
from $25 to JS30 per month ("this is 
English you know.") There are ex- 
tensive nurseries, tiuck fauns, chick- 
en farms, piggeries and a justly cele- 
brated dairy. These are now for tbe 
first time conducted on a paying basis, 
Mr. V. being in charge liimself.

Ici«"is of tlui formnllstlc piety of bis 
day condemned those prayers which 
were offered In public places to bo 
necn or beaxl of men, to be considered 
pious. Bis curt criticism of euch pray- 
ers was, "\ trlly, I Hay unto you, they 
have their reward." 
They were Iu 


reality pra.\Ing to men, seeking for 
human application. They got the re- 
ward they taught, in that many were 
deceived anil thought them holy, pious. 
But while mon might be deceived with 
ouch outwaj il pretensions, God looketh 
upon tho iKurt, and acceptctb only the 
soul's Blnci i e dofllros. 
"Tho Father 


seekc!!i such to worship him as wor- 
ship him It spirit and Iu truth" (John 
iv, 24). 


Our text Ii a part of tho Lord's mes- 


sage to Ananias when directing him to 
Seal of TaiHuo. The latter had been 
r. persecutor of the Church, nn Injuri- 
ous person, honest at heart, but mis- 
guided and prejudiced. 
Saul had 


sought to d<> God servlco by opposing 
the Church nt Christ Following tho 
load of his i More, the Scribes and Phar- 
isees of Judaism, be had allowed prcju 
dice to malci) of him n foe to Christ, and 
an opponent of all those who sought to 
walk In liim\ TVS. Tho Lord had allowed 
him to proceed to a considerable ex< 
tent In his i-rrsocutlons of the Church. 
Tho Lord «lilied a certain amount of 
persecution lo come against his cause, 
nnd permlllitl an houost-hearlod man 
to go to considerable length In his op- 
position 
The Intention of this was 


to accomplish the scattering of the 
Church, that the believers, going every- 
where, 
mlRlit proclaim the Gospel; 


that Saul himself might fuel humlllut 
ed and fore\iT afterward be on guard 
ncnlnst a j > < : iccuting spirit and against 
the danger i<f being deceived respect 
Inf.- the LOKI'S will. 
When the due 


tlmo came lie was smitten with what 
tie describes to have been n glance of 
the Redeem* i's face, while on his way 
to further persecute the Church at 
Dnmnfcus. 


The flash, above the brightness of the 


i-un at noonday, worked serious Injury 
to Sauls «) plight, completely blinding 
him. Led li\ the hand, he was enter- 
tained in I >:i masons at the house of 
ono en led .Indus. He recognized the 
source of hi-, affliction. The Lord had 
reproved him for his persecution, say- 
ing. Why persecutes! thou me? Saul 
inquired, Who art thou, Lord? And 
the response was, "I am Jesus, whom 
then iMTsecntest"—because persecuting 
a member of Ibe Body of Chris! Is per- 
secuting the riciul of the Church. Aft- 
er reaching Damascus, Baul evidently 
continue*! hli praying. He accepted 
tho fact that his experiences were mi- 
raculous, anil proved that he had been 
serving God, but not according to 
knowledge; that he had been a perse- 
cutor and nn Injurious persou as re- 
spected the inuse of his Creator. 
In 


his blindness of natural sight the eyes 
of his understanding began to open. 
He, was so deeply affected with the 
thought of linw wrong his course had 
been, and Ii >w ho bad been fighting 
against God, that he could neither eat 
nor sleep, bin was continually In pray- 
er far forglwuess and for some mani- 
festation of divine favor which would 
indicate this 
He had finally come to 


the proper attitude of heart, and ns a 
consequence the Lord received his pe- 
tition and answered it by sending n 
faithful believer to restore his phys- 
ical sight in n measure, and to further 
enlighten his understanding. The ex- 
planation ghon by the Lord to Ana- 
nias In scndlii); him to Saul was, 


"Dehold, He Prayeth." 


now much moaning there was In 


these few words! They meant, Saul 
of Tarsus la u changed man; he Is no 
longer tbr f» If-coufldcnt one, boastful 
of tils pliarlHeelsm, bis holiness, his 
tithes, and Ms servlco of persecution: 
but, bumblc<l to the dust, he has come 
to realize that while he thought he did 
service to tlie King of kings, he wus 
in reality a servant of the Evil Om- 
an Injurious person. 


While It Is true that good incu bine 


prayed, nnd In spite of their praypri 
have made mistakes, It has doubtless 
generally bei-n true that the mistakes 
made by religious people havo boon 
along the lines of too great confidence 
In themseh 13—too much self-assur- 
ance In respei t to the teachings of the 
Bible, too much self-conudcnco AS re- 
spects their M'rvlce of the truth. Aud 
when good men have made mistakes 
after praying for Divine wisdom, it Is 
not only po-alblc but probable that 
their prayer-i were only partially sin- 
cere; that T hen they prayed to the 
Lord, "Thy n 111 be done on earth ns In 
heaven," thij some-times meant. Ap- 
prove my w i l l on earth as I approve 
your will ID heaven—' deceiving them- 
selves." 
Let us all be on guard 


against any inch self-deception. Let

Safe In * Praying Homo. 


Most df you probably Ime heard tlit 


story of early frontier life, In which 
two travelers were obliged to seek 
shelter iu a mountain home, in a local- 
ity whk'h they had been warned was 
dangerous, especially as t hey bad mon- 
ey. Only the necessity of the occasion 
forced them to seek the i.holier. Tuuy 
purposed keeplng'guard throughouttli 
night, the one sleeping v, hlle the other 
watched In turn, fcarlni; they would 
bo robbod, possibly mmjcred. 
ITow- 


6«»*, just as they had reached this 
conclusion, one of them noticed a crack 
to fho door, and peering through it bo- 
bcld the uncnutli householder on Ills 
t'noos In prayer. lie explained the sit- 
uation to his companion, ind they both 
realized their saicty and went to sleep 
In peace. 


There js a principle in olvcd In tills 


matter of prayer. The heart which 
seeks fellowship with Its Creator seeks 
the loftiest companionship, one which 
will be sure to lead bun more and 
more out of willful slu and depravity 
Those who have no fellowship with 
God canuot keep up for long a prayer 
of formality In secret. 'J here must bo 
a motive, either to be sc>>ii <K men or 
to bo heard of God, otherwise thero 
would bo no prayer. 


Whoever seeks his Crcntor In prayer 


Is proportionately ntncnnble at heart 
to righteous Influences. 
Whoever has 


no appreciation of pmyer thereby 
shows 
that 
proportionately 
he Is 


estranged from his Creator—out of fel- 
lowship with him. 
And while Bticb 


may at times, or perhaps for a con- 
siderable time, bo outwardly moral 
and honest, we may be sure that the! 
estrangement, from God might at any 
time lead off Into sin. They are off 
the path of divine fellowship, and on 
the path of carelessness and worldli- 
ness, which may at any moment lead 
off Into the ways of unrighteousness. 


Throng of Heavenly Grace. 


St. Paul exhorts the church, "Let us 


conic boldly (courageously) to the 
throne of heavenly grace, that we may 
obtain mercy, and find crace to help 
In every tlmo of need" (Hebrews iv, 
10). lie is not addressing tho world, 
but tho household of faltu, as Indicat- 
ed by tbc word "us." 
Tlie picture he 


brings before our mlnda Is that of the 
Tabernacle and tho priests conducting 
tho service. Ho points out that our 
Lord Jesus as tho treat anti-typical 
High Frlost has made nn atonement 
for the sins of all bclici ers, and that 
therefore believers who have tumid 
from sin may come to tho heavenly 
Father courageously—not In fear, noth- 
ing doubting. They may come even 
when they realize their imperfection 
and natural blemishes; when they real- 
ize they have fallen short of the Loul's 
standard, and of their ova standards; 
they nrny realize that II is a throno 
of grace, of mercy, of favor, where 
thej may drop the burden of their 
Imperfections and obtain a blessing, 
and bear a song away. 


Tho world cannot como to this throno 


of e>'aco, because still In sin; because 
Ihey have not yet turneil their backs 
upon sin, because they have not yet 
accepted Christ as their Ilcdecmcr 
their Saviour, and because, therefore, 
ho Is not tholr High Priest. The Apos- 
tle says, "lie hath appeared In tho 
presence of God for us"—iiellevcrs. Ho 
has an arrangement ills' loscd In the 
Word which says that by and by he 
will appear on behalf of nil, but as yet 
the new and living why l-i opened only 
to those antltyplcnl prlcsti and Lfcvites 
Who tlalre to come to the Father 
through him. No ono loving and prac- 
ticing sin has any invitition to this 
throne of grace. He mmt learn first 
tho exceeding slnfulness of sin; !ie 
must become sin-sick before he will 
ronllze bis need of or have an appro- 
elation for the Good Physician and the 
bnlrn which lie alone can supply for 
the healing of the soul. 


Find Grace to Help. 


The Apostle not only declares that 


believers at the throne of grace rai.y 
obtain mercy, forgiveness of uuwill- 
Ing sins, Imperfections, b it that addi- 
tionally they may and grnce to help iu 
every time of need (Hebrews iv, 10). 
Surely this Is true, as every developed 
Christian 
must 
know. 
Hence, the 


faithful approach the throne of grace 
with courage, not only when they have 
trespasses to confess and apologies to 
make, and forgiveness to ask, but also 
as they think of the trials temptatlouu 
and dlOlcultles along tlie way, nnd of 
the day. They loam to seek fortlflcn- 
tlon against sin, against their own 
weaknesses, 
against 
the 
encroach- 


ments of the world, the llesh and the 
Adversaryr They obtain these bless- 
;ngs by their fellowship w ith the Lord, 
it lifts their hearts from the earthly 
things and the sinful things. It brings,

to them n fresh realization of the Fa- 
ther's liJve anil cure. It reminds flietu 
repeatedly of Ihelr cull of the Lord to 
be his disciples, and of tbe terms and 
conditions upon uhlcli luey lire ac- 
cepted. It brings before them repeat- 
edly the glorlutia standard above ul! 
standards—the 
Divine. 
It reminds 


them of (he Saviour's words, "Be ye 
Hlcc unlo jour rather which is In 
heaven, \\ho Is Uhid to tile eUl and 
the good, ami extends his mercies lo 
the Just und the tinjiiht." 
It reminds 


them itfresh that they should pray, 
"Forgive us our trespasses as we for- 
give those who trespass against us," 
and thus It lends to make their hearts 
aud minds more tender, more gentle, ' Loldiaw there was a howl of joy from

"I Pray Not For the World." 


We have seen who mny and who 


may not pray, according to the lim- 
itations of tho Lord's Word; that no 
one is invited to pray except the pen- 
itent who turns from Bin aud accepts 
of Christ. We have seen how the peo- 
ple of Ood may pray for the forgive- 
ness of their own trespasses, and hav 
Divine mercy and help, and bow they 
may give thanks on behalf of them 
selves and each other. But may the. 
pray to God for sinners, for the world 
Undoubtedly tbc majority of Chris 
tlaus would answer, Yes, they shoul 
specially pray for those; but if w 
find tbe Scriptural answer to th 
query, It is, No. Our Lord's words 1 
his prayer lo tho Father on the sam 
night in which ho was betrayed were 
"1 praj not for the world, but fo 
those whom thou hast given me 
(John xvli, 0). Our Lord was the grea 
exemplar for all of his followers, wh 
are exhorted to walk iu his footsteps 
If ho prajcd not for tho world, nelthe 
should we. 


But what Is the philosophy of this 


Did not Jesus lovo tbe world? 
Yes 


verily, be so loi ed the world as to dl 
for us while we were yet sinners 
Why, 
then, did be not pray for thosi 


whom he loved and for whom hi 
died? We answer, because it is DO 
tho Divine Plan lo sn\e people by 
praying for tbem, but, as tbe Apostl 
declared. It pleased God that througl 
the preaching of the Cross of Chris 
belio\ers Hliould be saved, though th! 
course may seem foolish to the worlc 
ly. God hns made a great plan of sal 
vntlon, which eventually will rench 
the whole world of mankind—even 
creature, lie does not need, therefore 
that either our Lord Jesus or w 
should pray for the world, for he ha 
every arrangement made on their be- 
half that Love nnd Justice could pro 
vide. The time for blessing the worli 
1ms not yet come. 


The present is tho tlmo for blessing 


tho Church, believers who are now 
being called out of the world—to sepn 
rato themselves KB God's peculiar peo 
pie. 
It was for these that Jesus 


prayed, nnd for these, therefore, we 
following his example, should pray 
Their afflictions ore his afflictions, and 
hence our afflictions, because if ou< 
member of the Body of Christ suffer 
all the other members suffer with it 
Hence, as the Apostle says, we should 
pray one for the other, as well a 
labor to assist each other, and to build 
one another up in the most holy faith 
for this is the will of God. This Ii 
the plan of God—that during the pres 
ent age tlie Elect class should be 
colled and tested and chosen, in order 
that In the next age they with Chi is 
in his Millennial Kingdom may be the 
divine agency for the blessing of al 
the families of the earth. 


Why should we not pray for tho con 


version of our families, nnd neighbors 
nnd friends? Because it is not for us 
to ask tho Lovil to select according to 
our Judgment those who shall be o 
Ills elect Little Flock, his Bride class 
Divine rules are in operation, and i 
Is for us to cooperate v> 1th them. We 
may tell the good tickings to our 
friends, neighbors, families; tve niaj 
exemplify the Gospel iu our daily lives 
and thus bring to bear upon our friends 
tho things of the truth, -which God has 
ordained 
phall 
be the 
sanctifying 


power—"Sanctify them through they 
truth; thy Word Is Truth. 


Wo may, however, ask of the Lord 


wisdom nnd grace whereby we may 
serve him acceptably, whereby we may 
present his message faithfully as his 
ambassadors, and whereby we may be 
more nnd more burning and shining 
lights, and living epistles known one 
read of the dear friends whom wt 
would love to serve and to bring to 
him. 
We might even ask for the 


Lord's bleselng upon favored opportu- 
nities for presentation of tbe Truth 
and for tho wisdom which our Lort 
exhorted us to exercise, saying thai 
we should be wise ns serpents aufl 
harmless as doves In the presentation 
of his message. 


The exhortations to pray for our ene- 


mies, and for rulers and magistrates, 
nre not In conflict with the foregoing, 
because our prayer for our enemies 
would be that whereas they might be 
Justly entitled to stripes on account of 
Injury done to us, we would be willing 
to forgive there, Oiat the trespass 
might not be laid tu chelr charge; but 
this would not be asking the Lord for 
some miraculous power upon them for 
their conversion to be his disciples. 
And when the Apostle exhorts tkat 
prayer be made for magistrates, he 
makes no suggestion of praying for 
their conversion, but rather that the! 
government might be so ordered as 10 
inure to the benefit, the blessing, of 
the Lord's Elect Church—"that we 
may lead a quiet and peaceful life iu 
all godliness nnd honesty" (I Timothy 
ii, 2). 


1 close with the exhortation that 


nil seek to appreciate more and more 
the great privilege which we eujoy ns 
Christians, of coming in the name of 
our Lord and Head into the presence 
of tho Emperor of the Universe, to get 
his smile, his benediction, obtaining 
his mercy, nnd finding daily grace to 
help our needs.
